Quite an interesting historical find 


was unearthed in the effects of the 
late Judge Thompson, of Columbus, 
the father of Mrs. Jerome Bucking- 
ham of this city, which recalls the 
tireless efforts exerted by tho Hun- 
garian patriot and saesman, Louis 
Kossuth. in behalf of his country, 
a little over a half a century ago. 


As will be remembered by some of 


the older people, Kossuth was the 
leader of the Hungarian insurrection 
of 1848-49. 
He was a member of 


the Hungarian Diet of 1832-36; was 
imprisoned by the Austrian govern- 
jrnent for political reasons from 1837 
to 1810; was editor of the "Pest 
!Journal" from 1841 to 1844; and 
'was then elected to the Di.?t in 1S47. 
,The next year 
emperor Ferdinand 


was forcd to grant an independent 
Hungarian ministry, of which KOK- 
•sut.h. as minister of finance, was the 
ivirtuai head. 
In the same year the 


dealings of the Austrian court drove 
the Hungarians to insurrection and, 
in 
April, 
i M 4 ' . t , r.hf 
Uiot declared 


the independence of Hungary and 
declared 
Kossuth 
governor. 
In 


August, of the same year he resigned 
5iis power into the hands of General 
Crorgey and after the defeat, of the 
Hungarian forces by Austria went to 
live in exile in Turkey. 
In 'l-S,"il lie 


came to the rm'ted State.-, where he 
spent a year, later making his home 
in London and Turin, Italy. 
He died 


at the latter place in 1 894.
